Director’s Report for 1915* 


National Gallery of Ireland; 

5th, April, 1916. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit my Report for the year 1915. 

Sir Hugh Lane, after a tenure of the office of Director of little more than a year 
met his death by the sinking of the Lusitania, on the 7th May, on his way home 
from America. During the short time that he presided over the Gallery he showed 
an unceasing and active interest in its welfare and advancement, and benefited the 
Collection by his generosity. The many valuable gifts whi,ch he made to the Col- 
lection are recorded in the Report for the year 1914 ; and this generosity and interest 
in the Collection has been supplemented by the munificent bequests made in his 
Will, the details of which are not yet iully ascertained as they form the subject of 
legal proceedings which are not yet concluded. 

In succession to Sir Hugh Lane I was appointed to act as Director for the 
remainder of my term of service, which was extended by the Treasury to June, 
1916. 

Mr. James Stephens was appointed as Clerk, and took up his duties on the 1st 
August. 

In the provision made by the Treasury for the Gallery for the year 1915-16 
the annual Grant hitherto made of £1,000 for the purchase of pictures was suspended 
in consequence of the war ; the Gallery, therefore, have had no funds, save a small 
balance- from the previous year, to expend upon purchases. The additions to the 
Collections have, therefore, consisted of Gifts.
